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"But a Samaritan, as he traveled, came where the man was; and when he saw him, he had 
compassion on him. He went to him and bandaged his wounds, pouring on oil and wine. 
Then he put the man on his own donkey, took him to an inn and took care of him. The next 
day he took out two silver coins and gave them to the innkeeper 'Look after him, ' he said, 
'and when I return, I will reimburse you for any extra expense you may have.'" Luke 
10:33-35 

i)On our growing Pastoral Care with our Stephens IVIinistry and now Share the Care... 

In my sermon a couple of weeks ago, I pointed out that the "Good Samaritan" did more than 
just feel sorry for the injured traveler; he took action! And furthermore, he went above and 
beyond the call of duty. We really do want to continue to be a " compassionate " congregation 
and so again, a big thank you to all our Stephen Ministers, and all our prayer chain mem- 
bers, and to our "Share the Care" Team providing meals and hands-on care and support to 
families experiencing a crisis. As you can imagine, in a growing church, it's sometimes hard 
to keep up with all the needs — especially when the crises seem to come in "waves!" 

One of my biggest regrets is that I can't call and email and visit everyone personally — unless I go to a smaller church! But, 
I am so thankful for an outstanding staff and our outstanding pastoral care ministries such as the Stephens ministers and 
now our 'Share the Care" Team. Just a friendly reminder; you'll find in the bulletin each week an invitation to contact us if 
you'd like the support of a Stephen Minister or the Share the Care Team~and you'll find an invitation to share prayer re- 
quests with the prayer chain. Please help us serve you better by letting us know your needs because everyone's needs 
are different. 

2) On our 30*^ Anniversary gift... Also in my sermon, I shared how we were the recipients of a "Good Samaritan" congre- 
gation that reached out to us in our hour of need. Many of you know the story; that Trinity 

Lutheran in Dewitt, NE gave us $100,000 as in honor of their 100^^ Anniversary. With that 
gift, we were able to purchase this property and how God has blessed and multiplied that 
gift. As with previous anniversaries, we believe we are being called to be a "Good Samari- 
tan" to another strugalina church. With well over 300 families now, if each FCLC house- 
hold were to give an "average" gift of $100 (or $10/week for 10 weeks) we will be in a po- 
sition to give a gift of $30,000 to the African Lutheran Church in Denver that has suffered 
so much. (See Mile's Olson's article in the July newsletter. 

3) On our "Summer of Gifts" Sunday School. ..Nanette's different Sunday school courses 
have really showcased how amazingly gifted the family of Faith Community Lutheran is! 
Each Sunday morning, during the Sunday school hour (9:30-10:30), members have been 
teaching courses related to their areas of interest, skill or occupation.

It's been a lot of fun... and a real blessing! 

I'm so sorry I missed this wonderful event while I was in Minnesota for a Stewardship 
Conference with Luther Seminary, but it sounds like it was absolutely outstanding as we expected. As many of you know, 
we had a "packed-house" to enjoy the inspiration of their outstanding gospel music. I'm certainly hoping that we will be 
able to get them back sometime and to host other concerts of various Christian music genres. 

5) On our Mission "Workcamp" Celebration July 24*^ & 25*^... What a joy to celebrate the ministry of our 88 work camp 
youth (and their 10 outstanding (!) adult sponsors through songs and stories and PowerPoint pictures. We've had a long 
and strong history of serving on summer workcamp mission trips. A special thanks to Sililo Woo Ching, who is always 
the most popular dad in camp (!) for his cheerful, energetic and passionate witness as leader of our group. Once again, 
we thank God for our church, which has been so very supportive of this wonderful outreach ministry, and we thank God 
for the privilege of sharing the love of Jesus with those who need help and God's healing. 

6) On the return of our 9:30 worship service in Sept... We've had a steady stream of worshipers who have come to wor- 
ship at 9:30 this summer, so we apologize for that. But, back by popular demand, the 9:30 service will return in Sept so 
that our weekend worship schedule will once again be Saturday at 5:30 and Sundays at 8:00, 9:30, and 11:00. Indeed, 
we had over 600 in worship the last two Sundays in May, so the 9:30 service was helping us a lot. 

We also believe that having a full 30 minutes between services is a real blessing for our fellowship time together. Quite 
frankly, our schedule in recent years had become so rushed, it was really hard for me personally to feel like I could dare 
to stop and chat with worshipers. Perhaps you felt that way too. When we moved to this new schedule last April and May, 
it was a real blessing to see people actually take the time to stroll into the fellowship hall between services to have some 
coffee and to check their mailboxes and to just sit down and visit together. My hope is that we can encourage that fellow- 
ship time with some simple snacks and treats this fall.... after all, "Lutherans shouldn't have a meeting without eating," 
right!? 

All in all, it's been a very intense, but blessed summer. Our "Panda-Mania" VBS sort of set the pace in June, then the 
wonderful workcamp adventure in July, and soon our 30^^ Anniversary Celebration the weekend of August 14 & 15!

Excitement is building as each day draws closer to the opening of the 2"^ annual Performing Arts Camp here in 
Longmont at Faith Community Lutheran Church (FCLC). 

Plans and pre-camp preparation for the show have been coming together since last January! Our very own Diane 
Sell who is on staff as the Director of Worship teams and Drama is weaving together scenes and songs from the mu- 
sicals "Annie", "Newsies" and "Oliver" along with contemporary Christian music from Matt Redman and Toby Mac 
adapted by Diane Sell for production. 

Diane has worked in the church all her adult life. She knew at a young age she wanted to be an actress, a per- 
former, a singer. She participated in school and college productions went to state in musical and drama competition 
and participated in Summer Stock Theater and even performed on the Guthrie stage in MPLS in a small original pro- 
duction.
